I  donut  fear 
fuch  threats;  I  don’t  bilieve  there  is 
any  rcafon  to  fear  them  r  ’tis  not  the 
genius  of  the  werft  of  men  in  the 
worft  of  times  to  proceed  to  fuch 
(hocking  extrem.itics  t  But,  if  foch  in 
event  Ihould  happi^n,  let  it  be  fo;  even 
fuch  an  event  migld  be  produ6ive  of 
vvholehime  ;  fuch  a  ftr«  kc  might 

roufe  the  better  part  of, the  nation  from 
their  lethargic  condition  to  a  ftate  of 
adivity,  to  alleit  and  execute  the  law, 
and  pnniili  the  daring  and  impious 
hands  w  hich  had  violated  it ;  and  thofe 
who  now  fupinely  behold  the  dangef 
w  hich  threatens  all  liberty,  from  tke 
moft  abandoned  licenlioufnefs,  sniglvt# 
by  fuch  an  evex>t,  be  aw’akencd  to  a 
fenfe  of  their  fituation,  as  drunken 
men  are  often-times  ftunned  into  ft* 
briety.  If  the  fecurity  of  our  perfocf 
and  our  property,  of  all  /"*  hold  deaf 
and  valuable,  are  to  depena  upon  the 
caprice  of  a  giddy  multitude, or  to  be  at 
the  difpofal  of  a  giddy  mob  ;  if,  in  com¬ 
pliance  with  the  humours,  and  to  ap^ 
peafe  the  clarroura  of  thofc,  all  civil 
and  political  inftitutu  ns  arc  to  be  dU- 
regarded  or  overt hrpwn,  a  life  lomc- 
what  more  than  fixty  is  net  worth  prr- 
fervlng  at  fuch  a  price;  and  be  can  ne¬ 
ver  die  too  foon,  who  lays  do^n  hf* 
life  in  fupport  ard  vindicatirn  of  .the 
policy,  the  government,  and  the  con- 
flitiiticn  of  his  country.”  , 

After  having  laid  what  lord  Manencld 
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is  not,  I  w’ifli  I  could  fay  what  he  is ;  but 
that  plealiug  t.ifk  I  leave  to  adorn  the 
page  of  foiiK*  future  hillorian,  a4id  ilied 
luftre  upon  the  annals  of  Britain:  It  is 
enough  for  me  to  have  inquired,  how' 
far  he  is  defrrving  of  the  accufations 
br.)Uglu  againft  him  by  inalev^dcncc  and 
fadtioii. 

We  cannot  quit  this  fubje(5t  w’i:hout‘ 
obicrviug,  that  in  the  great  caule  of  Li¬ 
terary  P.operty,  fo  recently  decided, 
lord  Mansfield  was  expedted  to  have  ta-’ 
ki  ll  a  very  adtive  part  in  favour  of  tiie 
relpoiulcuts  :  Biit  to  their  gicwit  afto-* 
tiitliineiU  aiiil  difapp4»inrment,  his  lord- 
ilitp  remained  totally  Jilent  in  this  very 
interefting  and  important  debate  in  the" 
haufe  of  peers;  a  filence  which,  pe  haps, 
can  only  be  accounted  fiir  by  the  tollow- 
ii'.g  paCfage  in  lord  Camden's  Ipeech  on 
that  occaliiin:

^  wife  each  judge  would  have  a  diftlinfl 

*  tribunal  in  hU  own  bread,  thedecifions 

*  of  which  would  be  as  irregular,  and 
‘  uncertain,  and  various,  as  the  minds 

*  and  tempers  cf  manliind.  As  it  is,  we 

*  find  they  d*)  not  always  agree;  but 

*  what  would  it  be,  where  the  will  of 

*  right  would  always  be  the  private  op’- 
^  nion  of  the  judge,  as  to  the  moral  fitnefs 

*  and  convenience  of  the  claim  ?  Caprice,

"'HE  progrefs  that  irreligion,  and  ift* 
X  infeparable  companion  immorality,^ 
arc  inakijig  in  a  period  which  boafti  fo' 
much  of  its  foperior  light  and  improve-* 
menrs,ca^in.'>t  be  refletited  upon  without^ 
regret.  Godlinefs  with  many,  cfpeciaU' 
ly  in  the  gay  and  motlifh  world,  is  hard-* 
ly  ever  to  be  mentioned  without  a  iheer, 
nor  the  godly  but  in  terms  of  profane 
buffoonery.  The  world’s  deluded  volA»* 
rieb  endeavour  to  free  Ihcmicivcs  from* 
thevdifagrecable  reflraints  of  religion,  by.  ' 
painting  it  out  in  the  moft  falfe  and  un- 
amiable  colours,  and  dare  to  burletque 
and  explode  it  under  names  of  their  own 
impofing.

If 
that  is  granted,  outfield  ground  ought 
rather  to  be  denominated  or-  confidered 
ground  that  a  tenant  cannot  properly  oc¬ 
cupy,  and  therefore  ought  to  be  lopped 
off  from  the  croft  ground  as  a  trouble** 
fome  member  yielding  little  or  no  profit. 

I  Will  not  advife  that  it  (hould  be  thrown* 
into  wafte,  as  cumberfome'to  the  occu¬ 
pier  :  I  would  rather  advife  to  build  a 
mains,  or  ftcading,*  and  plant^a'vincyard. 
upon  it,  and  let  it  out  at  a  low  rent  for 
fume  years  to  an  indufirious  man, and  in  a 
Ihort  time  it  would  become  croft  ground, 
equally  good  with  the  croft  land  it  was 
lopped  off  from. 

Could  landlords  be  prevailed  on  not 
to  grant  a  leafe  abovc  lOol.  rent, and  to* 
lop  eff  all  ground  denominated  outfield; 
and  fet  it  out  in  fmall  farms  at  a  mode¬ 
rate  rent,  in  order  to  improve  all  barren 
and  wafte  ground,  there  would  be  nei-' 
thcr  outfield  ground  nor  emigrations  in 
Scotland,  as  in  that  cafe  there  would  be 
treble  the  number  of  both  tenants  and 
frrvahts  that  there  is  at  prefent,  and 
confequtntly  treble  the  number  of  arti¬ 
ficers  of  all  kinds.  •  Our  manufa^ories, 
that  are  now  much  on  ‘  the  decline^ 
would  recover  and  floiirilh,  as  oUr  mar¬ 
kets  would  be  ’wdl  Hocked  with  provi- 
lions  of  all  ' kinds  at  moderate  prices. 
On  the  whole,  had  I  thc  fire  of  a  Milton, 
and  the  pencil  of  a  Raphael,  I  would  fall 
Ihort  in*  deferibing  and  delineating  the 
advantages  that  would  eccrue  to  the  na¬ 
tion  in  general  from  fuch  a  wife  diftribu- 
tion  of  farms.

The  unhappy  fubjedts 
of  thi>  were  partly  foreign  Indians,  thfc 
captives  of  their  wars,  and  partly  the 
natives  of  the  place,  for  what  the  Spa-  ’ 
niardb  cnMed  rebellion.  The  tortures 
nied  at  ihefc  executions  are  too’  horrnl 
for  a  Chriftian’s  car;  but  the  magnani- 
nnty  and  courage  with  which  thefe  un¬ 
happy  creatures  bote  them,  were  by  far 
more  alfonilhing  to  me  than  all  I  had  e- 
ver  feen  in  a  life  of  obfervation  of  them. 

The  unhappy  viCtirtiS  of  revenge  and- 
butchery  were  fcated  on  the  ground  in 
a  Circle,  boundhand  and  foot;  the  war- 
captives  were  to  be  firft  executed ;  and 
when,  with  much  folcmnity  and -cere¬ 
mony,  the  executioners  came  to  inquire 
which  they  were  firft  to  fake,  a'  youth 
aUtut  twenty-five,  an  Indian  of  a  man¬ 
ly  face  and  majeftic  deportment,  ftarted 
up,  calling  to  the  executioners  in  his 
language,  “  Me,  take  me  firft;  and  ,if 
you  are  men,  as  you  Chriftians  feem 
proud  to  call  yourfelves,  take  me  only : 

I  am  Difcaptici  the  war-captain,  who 
led  thefe  men  on  tO  flaughter  you ;  and 
if  you  would  rcTcngc  the  lives  we  have 
taken,  fatiatc  all  your  vengeance  on  me. 

1  have  anjndian  captain's  foul,  and  can 
War  more,  and  bear  it  longer  than  all 
thefe,  and  ftiall  give  your  blood-thirfty 
Sachem  here,  more  joy  than  legions  of 
common  flaves.  Ye  talk  of  mercy  and 
bf  jufticc;  if  ye  poflefs  more  than  the 
names  of  thefe  (continued  he),  give 

thefe  their  pardon. - 1  led  them  out; 

what  they  did  was  my  aCt  alone,  and 
they  arc  no  more  guilty  of  what  injuries 
they  have  done  you,  than  you  arc  of  my 
blood  and  tortures,  who  are  but  the 
minifters  of  that  lavage  tyrant*!  or¬ 
ders.** 

The  exeentioaers,  taking  him  at  hit 
word,  pointed  to  the  burning  pile  be¬ 
fore  him,  at  which  be  was  to  tu^r;  and 
the  young  hero  at  once  foung  bit  qrca 


upon  it,  never  took  them  off  again,  or 
turned  himfell  to  any  other  bbjcdl,  but ' 
walking  llowly  and  majcftically  to  it,  at 
his  third  ftep  began  his  dcath-l'ong. 

It  is  the  conftant  cufto’m  of  thefe  har¬ 
dy  people,  who  exped  no  other  than 
death  with  the  extremeft  tortures,  if 
they  fall  into  their  cnemy*8  hands,  to  be  > 
always  prepared  for  it,  and  to  fupport 
their  fpirits  in  it,  by  commemorating  in  * 
a  rude  fort  of  mufic,  their  own  warlike 
exploits  againft  thufe  enemies  who  are 
new  to  facrificc  them  to  their  revenge. 

The  youth  began  his  fong  with  r^'oi- 
clng  that  he  had  been  an  early  enemy  to 
His  country’s  tyrants;  that  he  had  killed 
a  Spaniard  when  but  ten  years  old;  that 
he  had  never  ceafed  hit  conquefti  ftnee*  ‘ 
nor  had  a  day  of  the  laft  twenty  months  ' 
gone  idle  over  his' head ;  a  day  in  which 
his  country  had  not  by  his  valour  one 
tyrant  lefs  to'curfe.  ■  "  ’  '  ^ 

*  When  he  came  to  the  ftake,  he  en¬ 
tered  on  ’  the  particulars  of  his  boldeft 
adions;  and  when  his  tortures  grew  to 
their  height,  and  life  was  hardly  enough 
to  fupport  them,  ‘/  Tell,  fays  he,  with’ 
an  intrepid  and  yet  thanly  voice,  tell  the 
Spaniard  (|K)ihting  to  the  governor, 
who  fat  a  fpedator  of  the  horribIcTcene,; 

I  am  the  man  who  killed  his  bare,’*per-^ 
fidioiis  father:  tell  him,  continued  He,, 
in  the  fame  tone,  this  is  the  hand  that 
tore  out  his  bafe  heart,  and  toffed  to 
the  eaftern  winds  that  and  his  petjured 
tongue '  together,  to  tell  his  king  who 
lives  beydnd  the  great  lake,  an  Indiao,'' 
though  heTcorns  to  be  a  villain,  is  proud 
to  know  the  way  to  punilh  one.**  Hit 
fpirits  juft  ‘  fupported  him  to  finifh  the 
laft  period*  and  he  funk  at  once,  having' 
through  til  the'ccurfe  of  his  meft  dread¬ 
ful  tot  tures,  given  no  (ign  that  he  had 
condcfcendcd  but  to  feel  them.  • ' 

The  reft  gave  a  loud  burza  of  accla¬ 
mation  at  hrs  behaviour,  and  each,  in  the 
fame  undaunted  manner,  met  the  fame' 
horrid  fate.  When  tbrfe  had  foffered' 
fingly,  a  whole  troop  of  the  natives  rofe 
to  die  together.  Thefe  walked  dejec- , 
ted,  filent,  and  as  if  in  all  the  agonies  * 
of  terror,  to  the  place  of  execotion,  bitt 
when  arrived  there,  none  (hewed  the 
lead  fign  of  fear,  or.  In  the  bittereft  a- 
gonies,  the  lead  fen^  of  pain,  nor  once 
opened  bis  lips,  nof  even  lifted  up  hit  * 
eyc-lids.  They  (eemed  fenflblc  of  deith 
in  all  its  terrors  as  they  approached  (t; 
but  when  they  met  it,  noC  to  fear  oc 
think  k  irorth  their  aolicc.  ^ 
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Af^onlHiecl  at  this  myftcrious  beha¬ 
viour,  the  rtr^n««pr  aAkcd  an  old  Indian, 
Who  i’at  ucaretl  him,  the  rcafon  of  it; 
to  v.’hich  the  venerable  vidim  made  the 
reply:  “  We  are  to  follow 
t!)em:  Unt,  (Iranger,  whoever  thou  art, 
as  ihou  feemefl  not  to  be  one  of  tbefe, 
judge  not  fo  poorly  of  the  Indian  cou¬ 
rage  to  thirik  the  agonies  that  thofe  and 
wc  feel  are  the  clfeds  of  fearing  that 
idle  phantom  of  death.  The  Indian 
courage  has  its  rife  from  innocence:  we 
trembic  not  bccaufe  we  go  to  death,  but 
becaufe  we  arc  guilty:  Thofe  who  firft 
pcrilhcd  were  worthy  of  a  better  tortunc; 
wc  merit  worfe  than  what  wc  feel.  V/c 
have  before  fold  ourfclves  to  deftrudion, 
and  we  but  now  receive  the  reward  fuch 
vices  call  for.  There  was  a  tinic,  old 
man,  when  thcfe.who  now  nre  our  ty¬ 
rannic  mafters,  w'crc  few  and  weak  to 
ti’s;  wc  gave  them  leave  to'  feat  them- 
fclvcG  amongft  us,  and  fuffered  them  to 
j;fOW  too  ftrong  to  be  replied,  and  then 
began  to  feci  w’e  were  their  flaves.  Our 
ffitliers,  bt>rn  to  better  fate,  dddained 
to  live  without  -their  liberty,  and  one 
morning  fun  difeovered  the  whole  Indian 
race  extind,  deftroyed  by  their  owu 
laanJs,  and  by  mutual  coafent  hanging 
on  yon  fatal  tree*. 

“  The  matter  of  thefc  men,  who  lives 
licyond  the  vaft  lake,  difpleafcd  at  this^ 
feat  in  fubmiltvc  terms,  and  fued  emr 
fiieudlhip;  be  told  us,  that  he  meant 
thtfe  his  lervantsAii  our  friends,  to  teach 
us  the  «rcfo)  arts  of  life,  and  m  ake  us 
happy;  and  that  out  of  all  that  were, 
then  here,  wc  might  ourfclves  fclcd 
uhom  we  mott  liked  load  for  him  with 
ais. 

Here  we  agreed  with  him;  btit  mutt 
vre  .tell  the  fequel  ?  This  perhdious  man, 
this  butcher  of  our  fathers,  wooed  us 
with  ^ivil  words  trt  rc-chuCe  him.  Wc 
are  au  honeft  race,  and  know  no  other 
tife  of  words  lM>t  to  declare  our  mind>. 
He  toki  us  he  repented  of  his  faults,  and 
wc,  alas!  bclictcd  him;  he  promifed 
Its  all  that  our  hearts  could  wilh,  and 
bribed  with  what  of  all  things  is  mott 
ccar  to  tts,  each  of  us  tw«>  guns,  to  fign. 
a  writing,  wifhing  his  matter  tocontinuc 
him  in  his  eitploymcni.  \Vc,  the  re- 
TtAining  ofr»pring  of  thofe  parents  who 
chofc  death  rather  thin  navery,  chofe, 
alasl  the  very  author  of  that  fiavery 
ourfclves  to  be  our  rukr.  What  had 
ue  then  to’expcd  but  what  wcfecl? 
Bribes  never  did  a  real  good  to  any;  our 


guns  were  feized  from  us  again;  by  bit 
firft  ad  of  powers  and,  to  prevent  our 
complaining  of  hisbifenefs,  wc  arc  ao* 
cufed  of  forming  a  delign  againft  his  life,- 
and  now  go  to  die  with  torture  in  his 
prcfcnce,  for  what  he  knows  uagniltleri 
of.  But  let  116  not  complain;  we  meet 
the  jull  reward  of  our  venal  prottituiion 
and  our  credulity  : — May  he  meet  his; 
and  our  tortures  will  be  delight  to  what 
hii  perjured  heart  mutt  groan  .with',’* 
The  old  man  here  ended  his"  pathetic 
rpcet:h,  and  rofe  with  his  companioiifi  to 
meet  his  fate,  which,  like  the  reft,  they 
all  fuffered  without  a  groan.  All  that 
he  faid  at  parting  was,  lifting  bis  eyea 
with  fervent  zeal  to  heaven,  “  May  e- 
very  man  who  lives  hereafter  know,  from 
our  fad  fate,  that  he  who  t>jfers  him  a 
bribc^  means  but  to  cut  ,his  throat,  and 
is  a  villain.  Words  are  too  Coon  forgot¬ 
ten;  but  may  our  dcltrudion  live  in  the 
renTiCmbrauce  of  the  tuft  age&,  and  even 
our  tortures  then  will  not  be  ufelefs  (la. 
the  world..” — Noble  fentiincati  of  ho¬

QCAND.\L  is  certainly  the  fineft  fond 
of  converfation  that  could  have  ever 
bccu  diicoyered;  and  to  baniOi  it  wcMihf. 

•  •  •-  -i  * 
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he  nearly  laying  a  prohibition  on  fpcaking 
upon  the  female  part  of  the  creation,  cal¬ 
led  woman.

exhortations  and  admonitions.  Thufe 
of  us  that  are  yet  unmarried,  are  unani- 
mouOy  rtfol ved,  when  wc  enter  the  ftaie 
of  matrimony,  ftriiftly  to  .^dheTe  to,  and 
praiftirc  the  maxims  above  recited. 

**  Jn  order  that  rM»ne  may  plead  Igno¬ 
rance,  we  have  thought  proper  to  ex¬ 
plain  in  what  our  liberty  of  fj^ech  con- 


fifts.  Wc  ire  fo  moderate  at  to  conftne 
it  to  two  branches.  We  cannot  proper¬ 
ly  fay  which  is  the  firft,  for  they  are 
both  nearly  equal  in  extent.  Howeveff. 
one  of  theic  js  fbandal,  or  the  privilegd 
of  making  nitrry  at  the  expence  of  our 
neighbours,  ^her  bf'in venting  or  pro¬ 
pagating  cenforious  reports,  or  &)th.

“  The  other  branch  is  the  privifeg^ 
we  have  to  deafen  unr  hufbands  with  in* 
cefTant  complaints,  for  which  we  neveir 
want  pretended  grounds,  and  IcAurCC' 
both  by  ni,:ht  and  by  day ;  to  ftorm  and 
rage  at  our  fervarts,  and  be  dctcrmiiK’d 
to  be  pleafcd  with  nothing  they  do;  ta 
treat  the  guefts  onr  fpoufes  may  invite 
.to  their  tables  with  the  rooft  fovereigis 
and  ftudied  contempt,  merely  becaufe  ft 
is  our  humour.  In  fliort,  this  branch 
comprehends  an  abfolutc  fway  .ind  unlij- 
mited  power  over  our  hufband*,  whh 
are  our  (laves,  and  who  niuft,  in  every

Ye  hufbands,'  and  yc  who  are  to  be 
hufbands,  hear  this,  and  tremble  !  Froth 
what  has  been  premifed,  all  men  niu(l 
allow,  indeed  they  dare  do  no  other,, 
that  the  ladies  have  an  incontrovertible 
right  to  the  pradHcc  of  fcandal  in  thefr 
converfation. 

Men  themfelvfs  are  often  found  to  de¬ 
light  in  fcandal,  and  even  fomctiih^ 
thofe  who  pretend  otherwffe:  For  fn- 
ftance,  if  a  misfortune  has  befallen  .ar 
perfon  acquainted  with  one  of  Ibefr,.

though  at  the  fame  time  his CounteriaiK^^ 
by  evident  manifeftations  of  jpy,  ^tly 
contradiAs  what  bis  words  ins^dy, 

IHiall  here  difmift  fcandal,  and  pro- 
cerd  to  give  a  brief  account  of  Coi(im(^n 
Fame,  Now  that  1  'ha%’c  mentioned^ 
brief,  I  cannot  forbear  digrefling,  to  In¬ 
troduce  a  few  wprds  in  praife  pf  brevity, 
which  is  very  dcftrable  on  many  occa- 
fionft,  and  perhaps’  in  no  inftance  more 
fo’  to  the  reader  than  In  this  eifay  bf 
mine.  In  fhort  then,  brevity  it

*  liar  and  arrant  a  jade  ai  harfiftnSlaui** 
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dal,  whom  fhc  very  much  refcmblcs  in 
many  refpeds :  like  her  (he  amufes 
people  with  what  does  not  concern 
them,  and  her*  reports  are  generally  void 
of  foundation  ;  (he  marries  and  kills 
numbers  without  either  their  permilTion

He  would 
alio  fill  the  manifejio  with  falfe  quota¬ 
tions,  tor  this  IS  his  habit ;  but  the  thing 
uc  M^ant  is  a  medley  of  oblcure  paflages, 
compilecl  and  dragged  from  the  clv»uiiy 
rrgiuiis  of  antiquity,  and  larded  with  the 
maxims  of  the  nt^v  phiiofophy.  The 
belt  fcrvicc  Voltaire  could  render  us 
would  be  by  his  plealantry :  He  might 
fmoothe,  by  tome  jokes  m  our  favour,  the 
hern  and  provoked  afped  of  thole  who 
arc  Ipedators  of  the  Rrange  work  we 
arc  carrying  on;  for  I  am  much  of  the 
opinion  t>t  the  philofophical  Englilh 
nobleman  who  laid,  that  t  idieuie  is 
tbt  teji  oj  truths  and  that  the  caulc  is 
always  triamphant  in  the  opinion  of  the 
jound  part  of  the  public,  which  has  the 
iaugticr»  on  its  lide. 

but  Voltaire  begins  now  to  excite  the 
laugh  but  feebly;  and  the  I'mile  be  ftill 
dilitiles  over  the  countenance  is  lefs  the 
died  ol  his  wit  than  of  our  grateful  rc- 
mcinoiance  ot  the  laughter  be  formerly 
excited  f.  The  man  has  outlived  his 
inilucncc;  for  he  lb  uomcrcifully  Ivads 
the  preu  with  the  crudities  of  an  exbaull- 
eel  genius,  that  his  prefent  produdions 
are  icarcciy  lupported  by  any  thing  but 
his  former  reputation.  Wc  arp  tired 
with  hia  jokes  upon  Jews,  monks,  fuper- 
hition,  periccution,  and  Providcticc, 
from  their  being  lo  often  repeated.  Be- 
hdes,  the  coxcomb  has  made  certain 
bodfts  ot  humanity  and  benevolence, 
that  may  make  him  alhamed  tojuftify 
tii>  in  rhis  divrlion  ol  pother  Poniatow- 
iky’s  kitigdoia.

The  folicitor-general  faid  it  was  not 
right  to  recriminate  on  perfons  that 
h.id  done  wri>r.g  heretofore,  that  ttic 
only  way  to  Itttle  this  bufincfs  would 
be  to  go  about  it  unanimoufly. 

Mr  E.  Burke,  in  a  fpcech  of  near  an 
h'^ur  and  a  half,  fet  forth  the  abfurdity 
of  the  proceedings  concerning  Afrcrica 
heretofore,  faying,  were  we  to  CSpC^ 
any  good  from  the  fame  prrfons  who 
adopted  thofc  mcafutes?  He  faid,  we 
w.inted  a  change  of  governors  both  at 
home  and  abroad;  and  was  extremely 
fevere  on  a  noble  lord  and  A— — n, 
and  .arr.iigncd  the  whole  of  tlieir  Con¬ 
duct.  O.a  recaoiiuUf Ing  the  whole  of 
the  damp-act,  he  faid,  before  they  prc- 
fented  their  addrefv,  promifing  to  re- 
drels  evils,  it  would  be  more  parliamen¬ 
tary  to  inquire  whether  tbofe  abufestx- 
iTic’d ;  ah  to  recHminatioj,  it  was  very 
proper,  as  wc  might  then  fee  and  Icanl 
fri>m  expciiencc  what  good  might  be 
prixiuccd. 

Lord  C.  Oermaine  faid,  in  his  opinion, 
oar  repe.Tling  the  ftainp>-a^,  had  made 
the  Amrricauf  think  we  had  no  right  to 
fax  them,  and  hi  a‘ great  meafuic  wa^ 
the  caole  of  our  preicnt  misfoitoott*'"  * 
Mr  £.  Burke  replied  to  him*  ^ 
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Gcrpral  Conway,  in  a  O^ort,  but  maf- 
tcrly  rpeech,  let  forth  the  nature  of  the 
priK-ecdings  heretofore,  and  faid,  in  his 
opitiiDO  had  the  not  been  re¬ 

pealed,  we  fliould  iiilirciy  have  loft  A- 
nurica;  he  faid,  we  nuift  now  come  lo 
a  leloluiion,  cither  lo  tax  or  not  to  tax 
Aiiu  rica;  in  h»K  opinion,  we  had  no  right 
to  tax  them:  that  they  were  a  loyal 
people,  as  might  be  feen  by  their  for¬ 
mer  conduct. 

Mr  \V.  Biiike  fpoke  much  in  favour 
of  tl^e  Amei  ican»-. 

C*»l.  Harie,  in  a  fpirited  fpecch,  ar¬ 
raigned  the  ill  advice  of  tiling  Ipirittd 
ir.eHinre'-,  and  laid,  their  being  thus 
fiditniii,  proved  mere  ftiongly, that  they 
were  bone  of  our  bone,  and  fitfli  of  our. 
helh 

Lord  North  faid,  as  the  time  allotted 
fjj  the  reading  the  papers  was  Thurf- 
tUv,  but  as  there  were  more  of  them 
than  he  firft  imagined,  he  had  no  ob 
jrciion  to  poflponing  the  reading  of 
them  until  Friday  next,  and  on  Monday 
next  to  refolve  upon  them. 

The  qutftion  concerning  the  addrefs 
wi'  put,  and  carried. 

March  lo.  Governor  Pownal  inform¬ 
ed  the  htiufe,  that  he  had  received  a  let¬ 
ter  from  Sir  Lucius  O'Brien,  chairman 
el  the  committee  (of  the  Irifli  houfe  of 
commons)  for  an  inquiry  inlo  the  ftate 
ot  the  linen  trade  of  ilut  kingdom,  in 
which  letter  were  inclolVd  two  reports 
from  the  faid  committee. 

Tne  reports  were  read,  fctling  forth, 
that  the  tinen  trade  had  been  on  the  de¬ 
cline  of  late  years;  That  great  numbers 
of  the  prHir  emigrated ;  and  and  in  fome 
places  one  third,  and  in  others  half  of  the 
looms  were  unemployed;  particularly 
at  ime  place,  where  eighty- feven  looms 
ufed  to  be  employed,  there  were  now 
only  ten. 

Governor  Pownal  faid,  he  was  ready 
t  '  be  examined  himfelf  as  a  witnefs,  if 
any  mcnibor  chofc  to  alk  him  any  quef- 
t  ons.  Noqueftiun  being  alk.ed.  he  de- 
hred  to  call  in  doctor  Hugh  William- 
I  m,  who  laid  he  was  a  dt«dor  of  phytic 
io.  Philadelphia:  That,  for  the  two 
Lft  years,  eight  thouCind  pei>ple  each 
year  had  gone  from  the  north  ot  Irdand 
to  Philadelphia;  and,  for  twenty  fire 
years  before,  there  bad  gone  between 
two  and  four  tboofand.'  He  wm  exa¬ 
mined  as  to  the  flitc.of  iiMlented  fer- 
'ants,  bow  they  were  ofed  on  their  arri* 
in  America,  aod  wbetber  they  were 


not  fold  in  the  fame  manner  as  negroes  ? . 
He  anfwcrtd,  they  were  fold  for  the 
time  they  had  indented  themftlves,  on 
purpofc  to  defray  the  ebayges  of  their 
paflhgc;  that  during  the  time  of  their  ^ 
indenture  they  bad  no  wages,  only  * 
cloaths;  and  when  their  time  was  ex¬ 
pired,  the  lawk  of  the  country  obliged 
their  maftcr  to  give  them  a  new  fuit  of 
cloaths,  an  axe,  a  hoe,  and  a  mattock. 
He  gave  his  opinion  upon  fcveral  other 
matters,  when  Sir  Thomas  Clavcring 
fiid,  this  was  only  hearfay  evidence. 
The  witnefs  was  ordered  to  withdraw. 

A  debate,  of  a  few  minutes,  arofe  lie- 
tween  gov.  Pownal,  Sir  George  Yonge, 
lord  Frederick  Campbell,  and  Mr  Coxe, 
whether  or  not  this  was  proper  evi¬ 
dence,  and  whether  it  tended  any  thing 
to  the  point  in  queftion? 

Mr  R.  Fuller  laid,  his  motion  for  in¬ 
quiring  into  the  manner  in  w'hich  in¬ 
dented  perfons  vPere  treated  in  America, 
waf  to  Ibew  our  deluded  poor  how  they 
were  impofed  upon,  and  that  they  emi¬ 
grated  to  become  flaves.  * 

.The  witnefs  was  called  in  again,  and 
gave  a  particular  acc<»unt  of  the  ufage 
emigrants  met  with  on  their  arrival  ia. 
America.

’yeaife. '  Ry  'his  fltill;  addrefs,  fidelity, 

’  A’Ad  frkndly 'offices,  he  conciliated  the 
<ftt*em  of  all^and  became  the  favourite 
of  many  officers  of  the'  highcll  rank  in 
the  fleet. — Having  vilited  almoft  every, 
quarter  of  the  globe,  and  pradlifed  phyfic 
every  where  whh  iuccefs  and  honour, 
he  returned  to  the  place  of  his  nativity, 
and  fettled  in  the  inheritance  of  his  fa* 
thers.  Here  he  became  the  huvbind  of 
k  virtuous  and  accompliflied  wife— the 
father  of  didiful  and  amiable  children — 
the  friend  of  men  of  fenfe  and  probity — 
and  the  able  and  fncccf  ful*  phyfician  of 
many,  from  the  higheft  to  the  lowed 
ranks  in  life. — Endued  with  fenfibilities 
\x*cuHar  to  liberal  and  generous  minds, 
be  appropriated  the  pain#  of  his  patients, 
and,  by  his  management  of  their  various 
didempets,  evidenced  the  moll  tender 
Ireltng  of  their  affli<5tions.  Fully  poffirf- 
led  of  that  charity  which  exalts  the  foul, 
his  labours  were  bt (lowed  upon  the  poor 
with  an  afliduity  in  no  degree  inferior 
to  the  attention  he  gave  the  m  ft^opti-. 
lent.  *'  To  ineu  of  education  his  vifiu* 
imparted  influences  more  falutary  than 
the  powers  of  medicine  generally  beftow’. 
X/caroed  in  t^he  hidory  of  mankind,  rx* 
perieoced  in  rural  cultivation,  and  cheer¬ 
ful,  open  and  generous,  his  fociety  was 
the  delight  of  men  of  fenfe,  and  hiscon- 
verfaiion  their  entertainment ; — for  it 
uniformly  ipdical^d  an  honed  heart. 
Incapable  of  artifice  in  any  form,  truth 
and  honour  prefided  in  his  foul.  .
